I lie bulletin contains the names 
and opinions of some of the best hor­ 
ticulturists of Lie county, who have 
become interested in 
that 
region. 
I hose pam phlets will be circularized 
in Iowa, New York and other states 
w here there is extensive raising of 
apples, in order to a ttra c t settlers 
to the Lake Superior region to as­ 
sist in developing the apple raisng 
industry.
